A civilian who heard of this little advon-tur- o

He very little anprecioted whot the feel-

ings of that moment were. There are shocks
and shocks. But I doubt if they are often
found to be pleasant. That one certainly
was not. Tho only pleasure was in looking
back and reflecting that whero so much tor-rib- lo

calamity might have been done there
was practically no mischief accomplished.
That was pleasant. But the moment itself
was too fraught with dread apprehension to
bo exhilarating.

A florce battery fight, when shells ore burst-in- g

and opposing troops are oharglng for tho
guns, and men arc going down like blades of
wheat bofore the mower, tho hissing bullets,
tho short explosion of the bombs, the rattlo
of the musketry , the hurrahs and yells of the
men, oven with the intermingling groan or
cry of pain all that can be exciting. It is so.
It is n swift drama, whore the action sets the
blood to dancing and the danger only stimu-late- s.

TOT LANT1UW VXVU UPSIDE-DOW-

On anothor occasion I experienced a shock
which was not pleasurable either. It was in
1878. and tho station was in Florida. I had
to inspect a powder magazino, filled with
powder kegs, shells, made cartridges and
other explosivo material.

The sorgoant who was in chargo of the
magazino, accompanied me in my inspection,
as woll as two men, to move things and re-

place thorn. in hadtakon tho precautions
usual on such occasions. We wnro rubber
Bhoes. A man is not allowod to go into a
magazino with shoes, whoro nails might, by
grinding against particles of powder, bring
about a terrible disaster. No iron matorial is
allowed in a magazine. Tho measures or
scoops aro of copper, aud even tho nnils of
the powder kegs aro of coppor. This is a
metal whioh does not offer tho likelihood of
danger that iron does.

The sergeant carried a closed lantern, one
like those that men on railroads use to givo
signals with, in which tho lamp is securely
fastened, so that it can he swung around
one's head without any dangor. But, of
course, some places must bo loft for the air
to got in.

I had inspoctod n good deal of the stuff
contained in tho mngazine. There were
several powder kegs standiug on the floor,
some of thorn being empty. They had been
making cartridges. 1 wanted to boo some-
thing, and the sergeant, in order to get it,
placed tqo lantern on top of one of the empty
powdor kegs. That is, ho thought it was
one of the empty ones. But I remembored
them from my inspection, nnd felt certain
that ho had made a mistake and selected a
keg from which a good deal of powdor had
been taken, but which was still half full.

As I saw tho sergeant place his lantern on
tho loose head of tnls keg I criod out : " Look
out, sorgouutl" But it was too late. Tho
deod was done, nnd ho had placed tho lantern
on it. Before he could get it the board gave
way, the lantorn turned over nnd foil upside
don n and burning into a keg of powdor halt
full!

This was another moment of intense feel,
ing for a fleeting breath of time. To eco a
flaming light drop into a keg with fifty
pounds ot loose powder in it ; to fnncy,Mn
far loss time than it takes to tell it, that the
dust of tho powdor, fctirred up by tho lantern
i ailing into it, would rise through thoapor-tur- e,

reach tho llanio, and then I not
enough of oue's pulverized remains left to bo
recognized. This quick cyclone of agitated
thought is not pleasant either.

Tho shock here was so strong, tho dread
apprehension crowded Into n few seconds,
was so overcoming that it simply weakened
us. There was no explosion or I should not
be recording the incident now. But it was
a curdling moment of supreme suspense and
we could hardly crawl out through the turns
of tho entrance to the magazine and reach
the open air. It was a very limp trio that
stood outbido and realized that it had
escaped being blown to atoms by a chance
that would not happen once in a thousand
tinios. By this rare stroke of good fortune,
somehow or other, heaven only knows why,
the light wont out.

I went in after a moment or two for recov-
ery in the open air and fished out tho lantern,
which lay upside down, half buried in the
loose powder. Possibly my friend, who
thought the excitement of the railroad out a
"pleasure," -- might -- have fancied this a
"pleasure" too. Bnt it is not the kind of
pleasure that one ooveta who has ever ex.
perlenoed it, and I feel that I can get along
for the rest of my life with tbo few that I
have had and not complain that others do
notoome.

An EvMtnf o WonLD reporter was standing
at tho door of the lion house in Central Park
talking with Policeman James Fitch, when a
noatly dressed young man rushed up and

excitedly t

" I followod him over to the bear's cage
and saw him trying to pick a lady's pocket.
I put two policemen onto him, and I guess
they'll hurry him."

" Who is tho ' him referred to ?" inquired
tho reporter, as the young man hastily rushea
away again.

"A piokpookot," repliod Fitch. "You
see wo can't arrest men on raero suspicion,
becauso they aro invariably discharged when
they aro brought to court for want of evi-

dence, and as wo are obligod to bo in uni-
form, wo can nevor get near enough to them
to catch them in tho act.

" That young man vou saw is a friend of
mine, whom I roquested to follow a man that
I think is a pickpocket.

"Tho pickpocket was acting rathor sus-

piciously in this house just now, so I told
htm to got out and asked my young friend to
follow him to try to dotcct him iu the act.

"Tho season is UBt beginning to open for
pickpockets una we havo to use our eyes
pretty sharply to pick out the crooks.

" I rcmomber ono day last summer I'was
standing bosido the hippopotamus cago and
tbe house was crowded with people. Crow-le- v

was down here at that time, and of course
ho a1 ways draws a crowd.

" Suddenly the cry ' stop thief!' wasraUed.
It would havo taken mo fifteen minutes to
work my way through that crowd, so I
jumped out of tho sldo window and ran
around to the door, justs in time to receivo
my man right in my arms. Ho cursed and
swore, protested his innocence, and was
foing to Kill mo and all that sort of thing,but

him into the polico station where
he was searched and the watch found in his
possession.

" Ho changed his tune thoro, and began
abusing mo, as tho old saying is ' like a pick-
pocket,' and finally got me so mad that I
slapped him in the face. It was an expen-
sive slap for mo, though, for I was fined ten
days pay for it."

George Williams, keeper of the lion house,
also had an experience with a pickpocket
whioh he related as follows :

" I was halplng Jake Cook to feed Crowley
ono day, when right in tbo contra of tho
house aroBO a great hubbub. I saw an um-
brella raise in the air and descend upon a
man's head, and tho cry of ' Pickpocket 1'
was raised.

" I spotted the man, jumped out of tho
window and ran around to tho door, where I
saw him walking quickly awnv. while tho
crowd was running in another direction, in
pursuit of anothor man.

" I grabbed him and ran him in, where tho
watch was found in his Docket, identified by
tho owner, and Mr. Pickpocket got five
years." .

Policeman Charley Hoaglnnd, who is sta-
tioned in the monkey house, has also had nu-
merous dealings with the light-finger-

gentry.
" Thoro are some people who loso

their valuables," said he. aud who make no
complaint about it because they dislike tho
notorioty.

' ' A great many people lose their pocket-book- B

nnd watches through their own care-
lessness. Ladies come in here during tho
spring weather with those long
pockotbooks stuck carelessly in tho pockets
of their light sacks, with probably four or
fivo inches of it protruding.

" That is a temptation that many
people who aro not professional thieves can-
not resibt, and shortly after the pocketbook
changes owners

" Again, the custom of wearing watches
suspended from the belt has been the causo
of the loss of a number of valuablo timo--

Whenever I seo a lady come in with
le'r pockotbook or watch exposed I always

cnll nor attention to it.
"As for tho men well they de-

serve to lose their watches on account of
their negligence. They will stand before
the cages with their hands buried in their
tiousers pockets nnd their coats wide open.

' ' Tho first thing they know, their watches
are gone, and they aro at a loss to know how
it happoned. "

"If a fow policemen in citizens' clothes
were distributed around the menagerie there
would be a number of pickpockets arrested,
instead of onr warning suspected porsons to
leave the Park. "

Everything abovo Canal street at that time
was out in tho country, and Mr. Franklin
may bo said to have soon tho metropolis grow
to its present proportions almost from Its
infancy. Ono of the earliest recollections in
his business is the visit to hiB shop ot Enoch
Crosby, tho original ot Harvey Birch, the)

famous spy in Coopor's novel.
It was in tho summer of 1829 when a num.

bor of old rosidonts of Putnam County came
to New York to attend as witnesses in a suit
brought by John Jacob Astor to establish tho
titlo to a big tract of land ho had bought in
that county. Enooh Crosby was among them.
Ilo was a littlo, old, shrivellod-u- p man at that
timo and wore gold earrings. He was so
feeble that two men were always in attend-anc- o

on him. Mr. Franklin shaved him sev-

eral limes.
Another old timor who used to visit his

shop in those days whenovor ho came to New
York was Isaao Paulding, of Tarrytown, who
is famous in llovolutionary history as one of
tho captors of Major Andre1. There are only
two of tho many queer old Revolutionists who
to stiagglo into town in those times whoso
names havo escaped tho veteran barber's
memory.

Since that day Mr. Franklin has kept shops
all over town, and at ono timo had tnreo
shops going nt once ono in the old Clinton
Hotel in lleekman htrcot, another in Nassau
Btroot and third in Carmine street.

He is chock-ful- l of reminiscences, and cob
tell enough about men and things in New
York during tho last half centuryl o keep a
historian going without any let up for a
month of Sundays.

Among his early acquaintances acquired la
a professional way was John D. Bklllmaw,
tho brilliant but unfortunato man who, with
James 'Watson Webb, ran tho Courier and
Enquirer, one of the early newspapers of tho
city.

Among others whom he knew in the old
times were Niblo. the theatrical manager;
" Tom " Hver, " Silo " Chickering. Abe)
Vanderzco. Aleck Hamilton and "Bill" Har-ringto-n,

who were tho leading lights of tho
spotting fraternity in this city forty yean
ago.

"Hyerwas not a ruffian like the average
prize-flght- of says Mr. Franklin,
" but ho was a blamed good-lookin- g fellow,
and always conducted himself like a gentle-
man. He knew bow to fight though. I saw
him fight ' Country McCloskoy up the river,
at the toot of the Dunderberg. Tom knocked
him all to pieces, and then tried to shako
hands with what was left of him."

Mr. Franklin has belonged to various mili-
tia organizations in the city, and whon the)
waribroko opt he went down to "Washington,,
with the Seventh Itegiment and served with
them six months in camp, during whioh timo
he participated in several exciting advon.
turos. Thoodoro Winthrop, tho novelist,
was one of the members of the regiment, ana
was killed in an engagement.

After returning to New York, for ho did
not go South on account of his age, ho
opened his shop in the Herald Building in
Nassau street. When tho draft riots oc-
curred, in 18C3. he said he expected to bo
strung up at any time, for he was known as a
Black Republican; but he kept hiB shop
open, nevertheless, while the streets wore
filled with rioters.

'ihe llov. Ghauncey Burr, whom Franklin
called ' ' a ' secesh,' " was
the editor of a paper called the Caucasian,
published at that, time, and ono of his cus-
tomers.

" On tho morning of the first riot he came
into my shop," said Mr. Franklin, "and
asked me if I was going to shut up. I said.
' Not by a blamed sight. I'll keep open till
they shut me up.' They didn't do it,
though."

Since 18C5 Mr. Franklin has beon away
from the city mora or less, Newburg having
been his place of residence until two years
ago. when he opened his present establish- - '

ment in Third avenue. His son assists him
in his business.
